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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Rugby 

Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

1  herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants, 
the  vital  statistics  relating  to  the  population  and  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  town  during  1958. 

A  review  of  the  vital  statistics  shows  that  the  estimated  mid- 1958 
population  was  48,470,  an  increase  of  390  over  the  previous  year. 
Total  live  births  increased  by  63  to  a  figure  of  813  in  1958,  but  deaths  from 
all  causes  increased  by  70,  with  a  total  of  539,  and  an  adjusted  death  rate 
of  12T2  per  1,000  of  the  population — the  highest  death  rate  since  1951. 
A  glance  at  the  summary  of  deaths  given  in  the  statistical  section  of  this 
report  shows  the  whole  of  this  increase  of  70  is  due  to  increased  numbers 
of  deaths  from  Coronary  Thrombosis,  vascular  lesions  of  the  brain  and 
nervous  system  and  other  diseases  of  the  circulation.  Deaths  from  motor 
vehicle  accidents  rose  from  2  to  6,  and  there  were  8  deaths  by  suicide. 
There  was  one  fatal  case  of  Poliomyelitis  in  November  and  this  unfortunate 
occurrence  triggered  off  a  tremendous  increase  in  the  demand  for  vaccina¬ 
tion  against  the  disease. 

There  was  no  major  epidemic  of  infectious  disease  in  the  Borough 
during  1958.  Again  there  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria,  which  miay  lead  the 
population  into  a  sense  of  complacency  regarding  the  taking  of  protective 
measures  against  the  disease.  A  high  level  of  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  is  essential  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  disease  does  not  break 
out  again.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  the  number  of  children  under 
one  year  vaccinated  against  Smallpox  was  553,  a  considerable  increase 
over  1957.  A  great  deal  of  the  credit  for  the  good  response  must  be  due 
to  the  persistence  of  Health  Visitors  in  the  education  of  the  young  mothers 
in  the  advantages  of  all  the  protective  inoculations  and  vaccinations 
available  for  their  children  and  the  co-operation  of  the  medical 
practitioners  in  this  effort.  A  great  deal  of  the  educational  and  clinical 
work  is  carried  out  at  the  Infant  Clinics  held  in  various  parts  of  the  town. 

Turning  to  the  environmental  hygiene,  the  slum  clearance  programme 
gradually  gains  in  momentum.  The  construction  of  Corporation  Street 
has  involved  many  of  the  properties  considered  unfit  for  human  habita¬ 
tion.  New  house  building  in  the  Abbott’s  Farm  and  Bilton  areas  went 
on  apace  during  the  year,  much  of  it  by  private  enterprise.  It  seems  that 
the  need  for  small  bungalows  for  aged  persons  is  an  endless  problem,  but 
many  aged  persons  occupying  bigger  corporation  houses  would  be  far 
better  situated  by  the  smaller,  one  floor  bungalow.  The  Council  have 
already  built  many  such  bungalows,  and  the  Abbott’s  farm  group,  with  a 
resident  warden,  has  proved  a  boon  in  many  ways. 

In  my  report  of  1957,  mention  was  made  of  the  unsatisfactory  con¬ 
dition  of  Hillmorton  sewage  works,  due  to  overloading  and  difficulties 
with  the  large  amounts  of  sludge,  causing  pollution  of  the  Clifton  Brook. 
Emergency  measures  to  deal  with  the  sludge  (which  have  continued  ever 
since)  have  improved  the  state  of  the  brook,  and,  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
report,  in  spite  of  prolonged  dry,  almost  rainless  weather,  the  brook  is 
greatly  improved  from  previous  years.  The  improvement  scheme  for  the 
Hillmorton  works,  approved  by  the  Council,  should  provide  a  satisfactory 
effluent,  and  eliminate  pollution  of  the  brook. 
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The  main  sewage  works  have  continued  to  operate  efficiently  in 
producing  a  satisfactory  effiuent — revealed  in  the  much  improved  con¬ 
dition  of  the  river  at  Newbold,  Little  Lawford,  Kings  Newnham  and 
Bretford. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Fox  and  Mr.  Smedley  for  providing 
information  on  water  supply  and  new  housing,  respectively,  Mr.  Bartlett, 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  m.ost  loyal  co-operation  during 
the  year,  and  his  contributions  to  this  report  in  sections  C,  D  and  E,  and 
to  Mr.  Newitt,  my  Chief  Clerk,  whose  unflagging  zeal  keeps  the  wheels 
turning  smoothly  in  the  Department.  Lastly,  my  thanks  are  due  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest 
and  support  in  health  matters  pertaining  to  the  inhabitants  of  Rugby.

Comparability  factors  for  births  and  deaths  are  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General  to  each  district  in  order  that  a  more  accurate  com¬ 
parison  of  the  birth  and  death  rates  in  different  areas  may  be  made.

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  of  the 
Borough,  48,470,  showed  an  increase  of  390  over  the  previous  year.  The 
natural  increase,  i.e.  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  was  274.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  directed  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health,  provides  facilities  for  the 
examination  of  food,  ice  cream  and  milk  samples,  specimens  taken  in 
connection  with  notifiable  diseases  and  the  bacteriological  examination 
of  water  supplies. 

The  Laboratory  for  this  area  is  situated  at  the  Coventry  and  Warwick¬ 
shire  Hospital,  Stoney  Stanton  Road,  Coventry  and  my  thanks  are  due  to 
Dr.  J.  E.  M.  Whitehead,  the  Medical  Director,  for  his  co-operation 
throughout  the  year. 

Water  and  Sewage  samples,  taken  by  the  Borough  Surveyor,  are 
submitted  to  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories,  London,  for 
chemical  analysis. 


Local  Health  Authority  Services 

The  services  provided  by  the  Warwickshire  County  Council  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Acts,  with  the  exception  of  ambulance  and 
mental  health  services,  are  administered  locally  on  a  day-to-day  basis. 
In  the  Eastern  area,  of  which  the  Borough  is  part,  the  services  functioned 
satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.

Work  on  the  scheme  for  deepening  Stanford  Reservoir  was  completed 
during  the  year,  thereby  providing  additional  water  resources. 

Although  hard  in  character,  the  raw  water  supplies  are  of  reasonable 
quality  and  no  dilTculty  is  experienced  in  treating  the  water  for  public 
supply  purposes. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied,  1,085,620,000  gallons,  was 
2,770,000  gallons  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  quantity  of 
water  obtained  exceeded  the  amount  supplied  by  36,725,000  gallons, 
this  amount  being  used  for  washing  filters,  etc.,  during  purification  treat¬ 
ment. 

The  whole  of  the  Borough,  with  the  exception  of  15  houses,  is  supplied 
with  water  from  the  public  mains,  with  47  houses  taking  a  supply  from 
standpipes. 

The  resident  attendant  at  Stanford  Reservoir  makes  regular  inspec¬ 
tions  of  the  whole  of  the  catchment  area,  and  permission  to  enter  the 
Reservoir  grounds  is  restricted. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  have  been  made  at  regular 
intervals  during  the  year  to  determine  the  quality  of  the  supply  and  to 
ensure  that  the  standard  is  maintained. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  main  sewage  disposal  works  is  situated  at  Newbold,  where  the 
dry  weather  flow  is  estimated  to  be  2,100,000  gallons.  At  the  second 
works  in  Hillmorton,  the  flow  is  372,400  gallons.  Treatment  at  both 
works  consists  of  settling  tanks,  percolating  filters,  followed  by  humus 
tanks  with  some  land  irrigation.  Practically  the  whole  of  the  Borough 
is  drained  to  the  public  sewerage  system,  and  in  most  cases  the  foul  and 
surface  water  systems  are  separate  or  partially  separate. 

Samples  were  taken  at  various  stages  of  treatment  from  both  works 
at  intervals  throughout  the  year.  As  a  result  of  the  new  extensions  to  the 
main  works,  now  completed,  the  analyses  of  the  final  effluent  gave  results 
within  the  Royal  Commission’s  standard  and  were  satisfactory. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  system  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  comes  under  the  direction 
of  the  Borough  Surveyor.  Collections  are  made  approximately  every 
seven  days,  and  disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  a  point 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough.  The  use  of  Gammexane  dust  spread 
over  the  tipping  face  has  achieved  control  over  fly  breeding  and  crickets. 

Scavenging 

Two  mechanical  sweepers  are  used  for  all  carriageways  in  the  built-up 
portion  of  the  Borough,  and  24  street  scavengers  are  employed  to  deal 
with  footpaths  and  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  streets. 

Street  gullies  are  cleansed  mechanically,  and  the  vehicle  is  used  both 
for  the  flushing  of  sewers  and  gulley  cleansing. 

Swimming  Pools 

The  indoor  swimming  pool  at  the  Regent  Street  Baths  has  a  capacity 
of  approximately  85,000  gallons.  The  water  is  filtered  by  a  Royles 
filtration  plant,  and  chlorinated  before  entering  the  pool.  Samples  of 
water  submitted  for  examination  at  intervals  throughout  the  year  were  all 
reported  to  be  suitable  for  swimming  bath  purposes. 

At  the  open  air  pool  in  Newbold  Road,  where  the  capacity  is  250,000 
gallons,  the  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  by  a  Paterson  plant.  Analyses 
of  the  water  showed  it  to  be  of  satisfactory  organic  quality  and  of  a  high 
standard  of  bacterial  purity. 

Rodent  Control 

There  has  again  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  of 
infestations  by  comparison' with  the  preceding  year,  namely  217  to  258, 
and  this  brought  the  level  up  to  that  of  1955. 

It  is  difficult  to  account  for  fluctuations  of  this  kind,  but  in  such  a 
relatively  small  area  as  the  Borough,  minor  variations  are  probably 
inevitable.  It  does  appear  however,  from  reports  received,  that  there  is  an 
upward  tendency  throughout  the  country,  in  explanation  of  which  two 
factors  have  been  advanced,  the  increase  in  the  rabbit  population  and  the 
combine  harvester.  The  former  is  providing  food  for  predators  which 
otherwise  would  be  reducing  the  rat  population  and  the  latter  is  making 
living  easier  for  the  rat  by  leaving  more  ungarnered  grain  in  the  fields. 
There  are  however  other  factors  of  a  seasonal  nature  which  can  and  do 
affect  the  urban  situation. 

There  can  be  no  doubt,  however,  that  the  position  would  be  very 
much  worse  but  for  the  constant  care  and  attention  given  by  Local 
Authorities  and  their  officers  to  this  matter,  and,  in  spite  of  the  different 
grant  structure  under  which  no  direct  contribution  is  received  towards  the 
cost  of  this  service,  the  community  cannot  afford  any  relaxation  of  effort. 

Sewers.  Some  deterioration  has  taken  place  in  respect  of  sewer 
infestation,  in  that  four  takes  occurred  when  a  10%  test  baiting  was 
carried  out.  Although  four  takes  in  a  system  of  over  70  miles  with 
upwards  of  1,200  manholes  is  extremely  small  and  last  year’s  test  pro¬ 
duced  no  takes  at  all,  the  infestation  of  the  sewers  is  insignificant.  But 
again  it  is  certain  that  any  neglect  would  very  soon  result  in  a  considerable 
build  up  of  rat  population. 
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Dwelling  Houses.  As  in  former  years  the  majority  of  complaints 
received  are  in  respect  of  dwelling  house  infestations,  many  of  which  are  of 
mice.  None  have  been  large  infestations,  and  all  have  been  successfully 
dealt  with,  the  service  being  given  free. 

Business  Premises.  During  the  year  58  treatments  were  carried  out 
and  costs  recovered  in  all  cases. 

Corporation  Premises.  Routine  surveys  and  treatments  have  been 
carried  out.  Fewer  treatments  were  necessary  this  year  there  being  only 
7  in  respect  of  rats  and  3  in  respect  of  mice. 

This  again  is  highly  satisfactory  having  regard  to  the  attractive 
nature  of  the  refuse  tip  and  sewage  works. 

Verminous  Premises 

The  pests  dealt  with  by  the  Sanitary  Assistant  and  the  241  visits 
necessary  are  shown  in  the  table  below: —

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  numbers  and  types  of  houses 
let  by  the  Corporation  during  1958. 
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Housing  Conditions 

The  number  of  complaints  arising  from  housing  conditions  again 
declined  but  much  less  sharply  than  last  year.  As  then  indicated,  in  all 
probability  the  lower  figures  are  consequent  upon  the  housing  inspections 
for  clearance  action  having  ceased  to  stimulate  complaints.  There  has, 
of  course,  been  a  considerable  amount  of  repair  work  carried  out  as  a 
consequence  of  action  under  the  Rent  Act  1957. 

Although  considerable  preparation  was  carried  out,  only  one 
Clearance  Order,  involving  six  houses  and  one  Demolition  Order  in¬ 
volving  one  were  made  during  the  year.  The  effects  of  the  preparatory 
action  referred  to  should  be  apparent  in  next  year’s  report.  In  addition 
one  closing  order  was  made. 

Under  the  Rent  Act  1957,  43  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
were  received  during  the  year  and  41  notices  of  intention  to  serve  Certifi¬ 
cates  of  Disrepair  have  been  issued;  34  undertakings  have  been  given  by 
landlords  and  1  application  has  been  withdrawn.  In  respect  of  5  applica¬ 
tions  work  was  completed  before  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  issued. 
Two  applications  have  been  returned  and  not  proceeded  with  further, 
2  applications  have  been  refused  and  a  total  of  15  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
have  been  issued.  In  addition  7  applications  have  been  received  for  the 
cancellation  of  Certificates  of  Disrepair,  4  have  been  cancelled;  5  applica¬ 
tions  have  been  received  for  certificates  as  to  the  remedying  of  defects 
which  landlords  have  undertaken  to  remedy  and  5  have  been  granted. 


SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Meat  Inspection 

Slaughtering  arrangements  at  the  Public  Abattoir  have  remained 
stable  throughout  the  year.  The  Contractor,  who  is  also  a  wholesale 
butcher  acting  as  Agent  for  the  Corporation,  carried  out  the  slaughtering 
of  food  animals  for  himself  and  other  persons.  All  charges  are  collected 
by  the  Corporation  and  payment  is  made  to  the  Contractor  on  a  headage 
basis. 

The  following  tables  will  show  that  the  throughput  of  the  Abattoir 
has  increased  by  roughly  28  %  during  the  year  and  by  about  95  %  over  1955 
which  was  the  first  full  year  following  decontrol.  Though  it  is  not  to  be 
expected  that  the  rate  of  increase  will  continue,  there  seems  to  be  little 
doubt  that  with  some  added  facilities,  and  steady  marketing  conditions, 
further  progress  will  be  made. 
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It  will  again  be  seen  that  all  animals  slaughtered  have  been  inspected, 
and  although  there  has  been  an  increase  of  about  28%  in  the  number  of 
animals  slaughtered  the  increase  in  the  total  weight  of  meat  condemned 
has  increased  by  only  1-64%.  It  is  true  that  the  relationship  between 
these  two  figures  is  vague,  but  as  the  increase  of  452  in  the  number  of 
cows  slaughtered  must  represent  a  considerable  part  of  the  weight  increase, 
it  is  not  surprising  that  the  percentage  of  animals  affected  with  disease  is 
higher,  indeed  it  is  surprising  that  the  percentage  increase  of  weight  of 
meat  condemned  is  not  greater. 

It  is  also  noted  that  the  percentage  of  cow  carcases  or  parts  of  cow 
carcases  condemned  because  of  tuberculosis  has  fallen  again  to  continue 
the  downward  trend  from  1956  which  was  a  peak  year. 

It  is  noted  that  only  4  out  of  a  total  of  1,246  calves  were  found  to  be 
affected  with  tuberculosis.

Milk  and  Daries 

There  are  registered  within  the  Borough  28  distributors  of  milk, 
5  dairy  premises,  and  9  shops,  2  of  which  sell  sterilized  milk  only.  Of  the 
distributors  4  have  premises  outside  the  Borough  and  2  are  dairy  farmers. 

Ticences  have  been  issued  to  use  the  designations  shown  in  respect  of 
the  milk  sold,  and  where  also  shown  to  process  the  milk  as  follows: — 

5  to  bottle  and  deal  in  milk  designated  “Tuberculin  Tested” 

5  to  pasterurize  and  deal  in  milk  designated  “Pasteurised” 

17  to  deal  in  milk  designated  as  “Pasteurised”  or  “Sterilized” 

In  addition  two  producers  from  outside  the  Borough,  holding  pro¬ 
ducers’  licences,  retail  milk  designated  as  “Tuberculin  Tested”  within 
the  Borough.

In  addition  to  the  above  results  11  Tuberculosis  and  6  B.  Abortus 
inoculation  tests  were  void  due  to  intercurrent  infection  causing  the  deaths 
of  the  guinea  pigs  involved.  Eleven  Channel  Island  milks  were  reported 
as  chemically  genuine,  and  one  as  unsatisfactory  in  that  it  was  deficient 
of  18-78  %  fat.  Further  samples  and  “appeal  to  the  cow”  were  taken. 

During  the  year  20  methylene  blue  tests  were  declared  void  on  account 
of  atmospheric  shade  temperature  exceeding  65°F. 

Pasteurising  plants,  of  which  there  are  five  in  the  Borough,  are  visited 
frequently,  when  they  are  checked  and  records  examined.  The  Table  still 
shows  too  many  unsatisfactory  results.  Investigations  were  carried  out 
and  at  two  of  three  plants  concerned,  unsatisfactory  bottle  washing 
appeared  to  be  the  possible  cause.  This  was  fairly  easily  dealt  with  at 
one  plant,  but  at  the  other,  results  from  bottle  washings,  rinse  water,  and 
detergent  were  erratic  for  no  apparent  reason.  Eventually  drastic  action 
by  the  use  of  double  strength  detergent  after  thorough  cleansing  cleared 
the  washing  plant  and  the  trouble  ceased.  At  the  third  plant,  lack  of 
care  on  the  part  of  the  operators  was  considered  to  be  the  cause  and  greater 
attention  has  resulted  in  improvement. 

All  plants  operating  are  small  batch  holder  type,  not  in  continuous 
operation,  and,  as  was  commented  upon  last  year,  it  is  questionable 
whether  these,  together  with  the  ancillary  equipment,  can  be  run  either 
efficiently  or  economically. 

Food  Premises 

Although  the  number  of  visits  made  to  food  premises  has  again  fallen 
a  little,  this  can  be  the  effect  of  stabilization  after  the  inevitably  increased 
activity  consequent  upon  the  operation  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 
1955,  which  resulted  in  a  considerable  number  of  revisits  being  made,  which 
are  now  not  so  necessary.  The  total  of  visits  this  year  was  1,342  and  the 
considerable  improvement  which  was  achieved  is  being  well  maintained. 
Co-operation  on  the  part  of  occupiers  of  premises  generally  is  still  \ery 
satisfactory. 

Ice  Cream 

This  is  some  ways  was  an  exceptional  year.  Again  a  cool  summer 
with  sales  low  and  stocks  slow  to  clear,  but  in  spite  of  this  to  have  achieved 
100%  of  samples  Graded  I  was  exceptionally  good  and  completely  satis¬ 
factory.  Whether  this  can  be  maintained  during  a  hot  summer  will 
remain  to  be  discovered,  but  such  an  eventuality  should  result  in  quick 
sales  and  turnover  of  stocks  and  it  is  hoped  the  maintenance  of  this  high 
level  of  results  of  the  examination  of  samples. 
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There  are  6  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  registered  in  the  Borough 
of  whom  4  are  using  the  complete  cold  mix  method  of  preparation.  The 
number  of  dealers  registered  has  fallen  to  126  of  whom  1 19  sell  ice  cream 
prepacked  and  7  only  in  loose  form.  The  majority  obtained  their  supplies 
from  large  manufacturers  outside  the  Borough.  Nine  vendors  from  neigh¬ 
bouring  towns  sell  ice  cream  in  the  Borough  all  of  whom  with  one  excep¬ 
tion  sell  prepacked  ice  cream. 

A  total  of  43  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Coventry  for  examination  and  provisional 
grading.  The  results  of  those  examinations  are  shown  in  the  following

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  disease  during  the  year,  but  there 
were  four  cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis,  one  of  which,  a  man  of  26  years, 
proved  fatal.  In  one  other  case,  the  patient  was  left  with  severe  residual 
paralysis  but  the  remaining  two  patients  made  a  satisfactory  recovery. 

Vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures  against  poliomyelitis- 
smallpox,  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  were  continued  throughout 
the  year  and  details  will  be  found  in  the  following  tables: —
